FRANCIS  G.  HAMBROOK 
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Our  1997  Annual  Report  is  dedicated  to  Francis  G.  Hambrook.  Known  to  everyone 
as  Gerry,  lie  retired  this  year  as  Chief  of  the  Sandwich  Fire  Department  after  27  years 
in  that  position. 

Gerry  was  born  and  brought  up  in  Scotia,  NY.  After  service  in  World  War  II,  he 
graduated  from  Paul  Smith  College  in  New  York  and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
with  degrees  in  Forestry  and  Surveying.  In  the  early  1950's,  Gerry  and  his  wife  Mary 
Frances  settled  in  East  Sandwich  where  they  brought  up  a  family  of  eight  children. 
Additionally,  Gerry  started  a  surveying  and  forestry  consulting  business  from  his 
home  that  still  continues  today  with  an  office  on  Skinner  Street  where  he  works  with 
two  of  his  children,  Jim  and  Kathy. 

In  between  business  and  family,  Gerry  served  as  a  Police  Officer  in  Town,  a  State 
Forest  Fire  Warden  and  a  National  Forest  Warden  and  also  on  the  Town  Forest 
Committee.  He  joined  the  Sandwich  Volunteer  Fire  Department  and  became  Chief  in 
1969.  He  has  served  continually  in  that  position  both  in  the  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  and,  in  later  years,  the  Municipal  Fire  Department. 

During  that  time,  Gerry  has  been  involved  in  the  building  of  the  two  fire  stations  in 
Town  as  well  as  modernizing  the  equipment  and  the  training  of  the  Department.  In 
the  late  1 970's,  Gerry  saw  the  need  of  adding  the  responsibilities  of  a  rescue  squad  to 
the  other  duties  of  the  Department  and  oversaw  the  establishment  of  an  Emergency 
Medical  Service  and  the  fund  raising  needed  to  buy  the  first  rescue  truck.  He  was 
also  responsible  for  starting  one  of  the  first  hydrant  and  fire  pond  programs  in  the 
State  in  the  early  1970's.  Through  the  years.  Genu's  interest  and  understanding  of 
new  technologies  to  make  a  limited  fire  fighting  force  more  effective  has  served  the 
Town  well.  From  fog  tips  to  Class  A  Foam,  Gerry  has  left  the  Department  in  good 
shape  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the  twenty-first  century. 

Gerry's  life  in  Sandwich  has  been  one  of  service  to  the  Town  and  its  people  and  we 
are  happy  to  dedicate  this  year's  Annual  Report  to  him.

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT:  1997 


The  year  of  1997  saw  the  completion  of  several  significant  Sandwich  projects  and  a 
concentrated  effort  to  address  a  comparatively  new  issue  -  sludge/biosolids  disposal 
in  the  Town. 

As  a  result  of  Article  53  at  the  1997  Town  Meeting,  a  committee  was  set  up  to  study 
the  land  application  of  sludge/biosolids  and  to  recommend  whether  Sandwich  should 
enact  regulations  to  govern  its  use. 

The  committee  met  at  least  once  a  month  and  it  reached  the  conclusion  that  there  are 
areas  of  the  state  and  federal  regulations  that  may  not  adequately  protect  our  Town 
and  that  the  Town  should  overlay  its  own  resti'ictions  over  existing  regulations. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Sludge  Committee  have  addressed  several  areas  of 
specific  concern  in  a  comprehensive  and  conservative  manner.  These 
recommendations  take  the  form  of  a  health  ordinance  to  be  enacted  and  enforced  by 
the  Selectinen's  office  if  approved  by  Town  Meeting  vote.  A  health  ordinance  would 
be  an  efficient  and  effective  mechanism  for  protecting  our  concerns  while  being  more 
responsive  and  enforceable  than  a  zoning  ordinance. 

While  these  recommendations  would  allow  the  application  of  sludge  to  some 
agricultural  land  in  town,  the  activity  would  be  resti"icted  from  poorly  drained  acquifer 
soils  and  steep  slopes.  Setbacks  are  increased  above  existing  regulations  from 
lakes,  ponds,  sti"eams  and  wetiands.  In  response  to  concerns  about  the  long-term 
health  of  our  soils,  application  sites  would  be  limited  in  size  and  frequency  of 
application  would  be  significantiy  limited. 

It  seems  as  though  this  committee  has  come  up  with  a  reasonable,  well  thought  out 
approach  to  effectively  safeguard  the  environment,  while  taking  some  responsibility 
toward  helping  to  solve  society's  waste  disposal  dilemma. 

The  dilemma  of  how  to  launch  a  boat  on  Squam  has  been  solved  by  the  consti-uction 
of  a  ramp  at  the  end  of  the  Town  beach  parking  lot.  This  was  the  successful 
conclusion  of  major  work  in  that  area  which  started  in  1 993  when  a  special  Town 
Meeting  voted  to  acquire  lar?d  adjacent  to  the  beach.  The  state  road  was  moved

away  from  the  swimming  area  which  was  expanded  in  the  process.  Additional 
parking  was  also  established. 

The  closure  of  the  landfill  as  required  by  law  to  protect  groundwater  took  place  in 
1 997.  The  cost  was  substantially  lower  than  the  projected  amount  when  negotiations 
with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Services  began.  The  Town  is  also  applying  for 
a  state  grant,  which  would  pay  20%  of  the  total  cost. 

Central  Fire  Station  has  a  new  roof.  Included  with  the  roof  is  improved  ventilation 
through  the  eaves  and  ridge  cap.  The  Town  Buildings  Expendable  Trust  was  used  to 
reinsulate  the  attic  space  and  these  improvements  should  help  to  reduce  ice  buildup 
on  the  roof  and  also  lower  energy  costs. 

Work  at  the  Town  Hall  should  also  help  reduce  ice  buildup  and  lower  energy  costs. 
The  attic  was  insulated  and  the  roof  was  ventilated.  The  crawl  space  was  cleaned 
and  a  vapor  barrier  and  insulation  was  installed  on  the  underside  of  the  first  floor. 
This  action  should  also  reduce  a  moisture  problem  and  allow  a  proper  application  of 
exterior  paint. 

The  sidewalk  from  the  Sandwich  Central  School  to  Main  Street  was  rebuilt  and 
granite  curbing  was  installed.  The  primary  goal  was  safety  for  the  users.  Along  with 
this  came  visual  improvement.  This  project  was  under  the  supervision  of  Road  Agent 
Pete  Prentice,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  maintenance  of  sidewalks  as  per  a  previous 
Town  Meeting  vote. 

Two  new  Capital  Reserve  Funds  were  started  in  1997,  one  for  the  replacement  of  the 
rescue  vehicle  and  the  other  for  major  improvements  to  the  library.  As  was  the  intent 
of  the  original  Capital  Reserve  Funds,  the  purpose  is  not  necessarily  to  have  the 
actual  total  amount  of  funds  on  hand  when  needed,  but  to  have  enough  to  help 
maintain  a  stable  tax  rate. 

Also,  in  1997,  the  Town  approved  the  expenditure  of  $8,000,  donated  by  the  Alfred 
Quimby  Fund,  for  the  Town's  winter  trails.  A  snow  machine  was  purchased  with  this 
money  to  pull  a  set  of  trail  grooming  equipment  donated  by  the  Lena  T.  Nelson  Trust. 
The  groomed  ski  trails  in  the  center  of  Town  are  well  used.  Signs  are  being  produced 
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Selectmen's  Annual  Report  (continued) 

which  will  help  to  integrate  the  numerous  private  trails  in  Town  and  eventually  give 
townspeople  better  access  to  a  town  wide  winter  trail  network. 

We  also  look  forward  to  the  completion  of  two  other  projects  which  were  started  in 
1 997  -  the  installation  of  "Welcome  to  Sandwich"  signs  at  our  Town  lines  and  the 
publication  of  the  "Sandwich  Handbook." 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  Town  employees,  board  and 
committee  members  for  their  good  work  during  1 997.  A  special  thank  you  to  Joanne 
Coutu,  who  served  the  Town  so  well  for  almost  15  years  and  who,  we  are  pleased  to 
say,  continues  to  serve  us  as  a  consultant. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  1998.

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During  the  year  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  have  been  working  on  our 
investment  policy  which  is  now  required  by  law  as  is  our  monthly  meeting  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month. 

We  have  tested  the  concept  of  investing  the  Library  Funds  in  balanced 
investments  to  aid  in  counteracting  the  effect  of  inflation.  As  you  can  see  by 
our  report  on  these  pages,  in  1 997  we  were  able  to  increase  the  amount  paid 
to  The  Wentworth  Library  Trustees,  as  well  as  grow  the  value  of  the 
investment. 

You  will  also  note  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the  Hall  and  Blanchard  Trust 
Funds  due  to  our  investment  policy  to  increase  principal. 

It  is  our  intent  to  continue  this  strategy  and  we  have  already  started  the 
process  of  modifying  the  other  Trust  Funds  to  this  policy. 

As  our  management  of  funds  is  controlled  by  the  Attorney  General's  Office  for 
Common  Trusts  and  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  for  our 
Capital  Reserve  Funds,  we  attend  their  annual  training  sessions  each  Spring 
and  are  in  continuous  contact  with  them  regarding  our  activities.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich  as 
of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1997  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express 
an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards 
require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence 
supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our 
opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  general  fixed  assets 
account  group  which  should  be  included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.  As  is  the  case  with  most  municipal  entities  in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Town  of 
Sandwich  has  not  maintained  historical  cost  records  of  its  fixed  assets.  The  amount  that  should  be 
recorded  in  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  is  not  known. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  financial  statements  of  the  omission  described  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  as  of  December  31,  1997,  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  adopt  a  Health  Ordinance  regulating  the  land  application  of 
biosolids/sludge  as  developed  during  the  past  year  by  the  "Sandwich  Sludge 
Committee."  This  article  has  developed  as  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Article  53  at  the 
1997  Town  Meeting.  Passage  of  this  article  will  require  the  Selectmen  to  adopt  said

12, 1997.  Moderator  Fred  Rozelle  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:00  PM,  Reverend  Mark 
Henderson  offered  the  invocation.  Brownie  Troop  No.  499  of  the  Swiftwater  Council  led 
the  Pledge  of  Allegiance.  Mr.  Rozelle  introduced  the  Selectmen,  the  Town  Clerk/Tax 
Collector  and  her  Deputy,  the  Assistant  Moderator  who  is  also  the  Fire  Chief,  the  Police

(A)  Anyone  wishing  to  make  a  motion,  second  a  motion,  or  speak  on  an  article  must  first 
be  recognized  by  the  Moderator.  (B)  All  speakers  must  address  the  Moderator  -  there  will 
be  no  cross-floor  debates.  (C)  When  recognized,  please  stand,  wait  for  the  mike,  state  your 
name  and  approximate  address  when  making  or  seconding  a  motion,  or  speaking  to  any 
motion  or  amendment.  (D)  Voting  will  be  by  a  show  of  hands  using  the  voter  cards.  If  you 
leave  the  room  for  any  reason,  leave  your  card  with  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  door  and  pick  it 
up  again  when  you  return.  (E)  Seven  voters  may  challenge  the  declared  vote  on  any  article 
before  the  next  article  is  brought  up.  Then  a  secret  ballot  must  be  held.  (F)  If  a  secret 
ballot  is  desired  on  any  article,  a  written  request  signed  by  five  voters  is  required  and 
presented  to  the  Moderator  any  time  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  article.  I  vnll  not  recognize 
such  a  request  unless  all  those  signing  the  request  are  present.  (G)  Five  voters  may  request 
a  recount  of  a  secret  ballot  before  the  next  article  is  taken  up  provided  that  the  vote  margin 
was  less  than  10%  of  the  total  vote  cast.  (H)  Any  article  may  be  legally  amended,  each 
amendment  will  be  discussed  independently  and  acted  upon  before  the  article  itself  is 
called.  I  will  not  recognize  a  motion  to  table  indefinitely  or  to  pass  over  an  article,  nor  one 
to  adjourn  until  the  business  of  the  Meeting  is  over  for  the  evening.  There  will  be  one 
exception  to  this  which  will  become  clear  later.  (I)  A  motion  to  reconsider  an  article  may 
be  made  at  any  time  prior  to  final  adjournment  and  the  article  would  be  taken  up  again 
immediately  unless  protected  by  a  vote  to  restrict  reconsideration.

E.  Benz  Fund. 

Motion  by  Louis  Brunelle,  seconded  by  James  Mykland.  Janet  E.  Brown  corrected  the  fund 
name  which  is  the  Doris  L.  Benz  Fund.  There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  about  a  boat  wash-down 
facility.  The  question  was  raised  whether  this  is  appropriate  use  of  the  Doris  Benz  Fimd.  Lee 
Quimby  read  an  excerpt  from  the  Trust,  it  was  decided  it  is  an  appropriate  use.  Voted 
affirmative.

Ben  Shambaugh  stated  that  state  regulations  on 
spraying  pre-empt  town  regulations.  Voted  affirmative.

It  was  determined  wood 
ash  is  not  in  the  sludge/biosolids  category.  Lisa  Shambaugh  raised  the  question  ofwhether 
manure,  compost  and  other  materials  people  use  in  their  garden  are  considered  sludge.  Caroline 
Snyder  responded  they  are  not,  material  from  sewage  treatment  plants  falls  into  the  sludge 
category. 

Roland  (Skip)  Hoag  made  a  motion  to  amend  Article  53  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  of  Sandwich  vote  for  a  Moratorium,  not  to  exceed  1  year,  on  the 
processing,  storage,  and  land  spreading  of  municipal  and  industrial  wastewater  treatment 
sludge/biosolids  (except  for  material  produced  within  the  boundaries  of  Sandwich),  including  but 
not  limited  to  sewage  and  paper  and  pulp  mill  sludge,  until  the  Town  of  Sandwich,  with  public 
involvement,  can  develop  regulations  with  regard  to  such  activity.

Seconded  by  Betty  Alcock.  Amendment  as  read  was  voted  affirmative.  Article  53  as 
amended  was  voted  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  54.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting 
Motion  by  Louis  Brunelle,  seconded  by  Ben  Shambaugh,  voted  affirmative. 

Susan  Wiley  requested  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  to  work  closely  with  the  Master 
Plan  2002  Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  the  Interlakes  School  District  and 
residents  of  Sandwich  (A)  to  examine  the  relationship  this  community  has  with  the  School 
District  and  (B)  to  consider  other  issues  related  to  the  education  of  Sandwich  children  K  -  12. 
She  told  the  Moderator  she  did  not  require  a  vote,  this  request  will  be  part  of  the  minutes  and  the 
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Selectmen  are  asked  to  take  it  tinder  advisement. 

Lee  Quimby  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Town  to  people  who  have  led  various  committees  and 
departments.  He  particularly  wanted  to  thank  Skip  Hoag  who  saved  the  Town  thousands  of 
dollars  by  giving  a  great  deal  of  his  time  in  regards  to  closing  the  landfill.  Bob  Bates  was 
recognized  for  his  contributions  to  the  Town  over  30  years.  He  thanked  Tom  Hadley  who  has 
been  Qiairman  of  the  Historic  District  Commission  for  many  years.  Bob  Erb  who  has  been 
Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Gerry  Hambrook  for  his  30  years  of  service  to  the  Fire 
Department,  28  of  them  as  Chief.  They  are  leaving  their  positions  this  year. 

Motion  to  adjourn  was  inade  by  Louis  Brunelle,  seconded  by  Ben  Shambaugh,  voted 
imanimously.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:25  PM.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

In  1997,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  received  and  considered  five  completed 
applications  for  hearings.  The  applications  included  two  requests  for  Special 
Exceptions,  one  request  for  an  Appeal  to  Administrative  Decision,  and  two 
requests  for  an  Equitable  Waiver  of  Dimensional  Requirement. 

The  Appeal  to  an  Administrative  Decision  concerning  Article  3,  Section  3.4.5 
in  which  the  applicant  wanted  to  rotate  an  existing  building  on  the  lot.  The 
Equitable  Waiver  of  Dimensional  Requirement  involved  the  miscalculation  of 
an  overhang  and  the  acceptance  of  a  shed  built  over  10  years  ago  and  not 
listed  on  the  tax  card. 

The  Board  reminds  anyone  considering  making  changes  to  an  existing 
building,  changes  in  uses  of  existing  property  or  building  a  new  building  to 
carefully  review  the  Zoning  Ordinances,  Subdivision  Regulations  and,  when 
necessary,  the  guidelines  of  the  Historic  District  Commission.  All  of  these  are 
available  at  the  Town  Hall.  If  required,  applications  for  the  appropriate 
permits  should  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board  and 
the  Historic  District  Commission.

All  other  cemeteries  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Sandwich  Cemetery 
Trustees. 

The  following  rules  apply  to  town  cemetery  operations: 

1 .  Town  cemeteries  are  open  for  burials,  weather  conditions  permitting, 
from  April  1  through  November  1 5. 

2.  Notify  Trustees  before  any  burial  plans  are  finalized. 

3.  Trustees  will  approve  of  the  grave  digger. 

4.  Trustees  will  provide  a  person  to  prepare  the  grave  for  a  cremains 
lot. 

5.  The  fees  for  body  and  cremains  burials  shall  be  set  by  the  Trustees.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  conducted  a  monthly  schedule  of  meetings  this  year. 
The  meetings  are  held  the  second  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  7:30  P.M.  Members 
also  reviewed  the  actual  conditions  for  several  Wetland  applications.  We  thank 
everyone  who  attended  for  their  involvement  and  efforts.  _ 

This  year  three  members  attended  the  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions 
annual  meeting  in  Concord.  We  attended  a  total  often  seminars  on  conservation  and 
wetiand  topics. 

We  continued  our  support  for  the  '5  Days  of  Sandwich'  summer  Conservation 
Education  program.  This  program  is  for  1 0  to  1 3  year  olds.  Our  thanks  to  White 
Sylvania  Trust,  Bearcamp  Valley  Garden  Club,  private  donors,  as  well  as  the  Town 
for  their  support.  In  1 997,  the  two  one  week  sessions  were  very  successful;  this  year 
they  were  grouped  by  age. 

Another  successful  household  hazardous  waste  collection  was  held  in  the  summer. 
The  location  proved  to  be  a  fast  and  efficient  drop-off.  We  urge  everyone  to  turn  in 
any  hazardous  waste  at  this  free  summer  collection. 

An  important  Conservation  Commission  project  is  the  natural  resources  inventory. 
The  inventory  will  be  an  important  information  source  for  the  various  town 
committees.  This  year  we  have  been  able  to  collect  additional  maps  from  several 
sources  that  detail  a  variety  of  natural  features  including  aquifers,  ground  cover  and 
soil  types.  The  Commission  will  continue  to  work  in  this  area  throughout  the  coming 
year.  At  this  time,  our  primary  focus  is  to  acquire  free  resource  data  collected  by 
public  agencies  and  private  conservation  groups. 

The  Expedited  Application  Form  provided  by  the  Wetiands  Board  has  reduced  the 
time  required  to  obtain  both  Expedited  and  standard  form  Wetiands  Permits.  If  you 
are  planning  any  new  work  or  maintenance  in  Wetiands,  we  suggest  you  contact  a 
member  of  the  Commission  for  a  review  before  you  submit  your  application.  We  were 
recentiy  able  to  assist  two  landowners:  In  one  case  we  reduced  Wetiands  Permit 
filing  at  reduced  cost  to  the  landowner. 

We  thank  the  Selectmen  and  the  entire  Town  Hall  office  staff  for  their  efforts  this  past 
year.

Since 
this  year's  Town  Report  is  dedicated  to  him,  all  I  want  to  add  is  that  the  town  was 
lucky  to  have  as  dedicated  and  superior  a  person  as  he  in  charge  all  those  years. 

The  Department  has  three  new  Emergency  Medical  Technicians  this  year;  Andrew 
Peaslee,  Phillip  Brunelle  and  Joe  Canfield.  They  took  the  course  of  over  120  hours  to 
become  certified  as  E.M.T.'s  as  well  as  firefighters.  Betty  Webster  and  Paul  Michalski 
took  advanced  training  to  become  E.M.T.  -  Intermediates,  another  almost  100  hour 
course.  I  was  able  to  spend  two  weeks  at  the  National  Fire  Academy  in  Emmitsburg, 
MD  taking  an  advanced  command  class.  Training  is  a  very  important  part  of  our 
duties  in  order  to  keep  current  and  proficient  in  our  skills. 

We  urge  everyone  to  post  their  house  number  near  the  road  on  a  mailbox  or  post.  I 
grew  up  in  a  time  here  where,  basically,  you  knew  everyone.  Those  days  are  gone 
and  these  house  numbers  help  us  locate  you  as  quickly  as  possible.  They  may  save 
your  life.  If  you  need  assistance  in  putting  up  your  house  number,  please  contact  me, 
or  any  member  of  the  department,  and  we  will  be  happy  to  assist  you. 

We  had  three  rescues  that  were  time  consuming  this  year;  two  off  Eagle  Cliff  on  Red 
Hill  and  one  on  Black  Mountain  in  Sandwich  Notch.  Fortunately,  all  these  turned  out 
all  right,  but  they  ate  up  many  personnel  hours  with  assistance  from  neighboring 
towns. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Department  and  our  auxiliary,  the  Sirens,  for 
all  their  help  over  this  past  year.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Police  Department  and 
the  Highway  Department  for  their  unfailing  help  in  1997.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact 
your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.  Violations  of 
RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests 
and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.  State  Forest  Rangers  are  available  to  assist 
communities  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as 
the  enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.  If  you  have  any  questions 
regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-221 7. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the 
state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist 
the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  law  enforcement. 
The  1 997  fire  season  was  a  safe  period  for  wildland  firefighters  with  no  major  injuries 
reported.  The  drought  conditions  experienced  during  the  early  summer  months  was  a 
significant  factor  resulting  in  the  total  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  season. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract 
aircraft  patrols.  This  early  detection  and  reports  from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick 
response  from  local  fire  departments.  This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of 
wildland  fires  and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as 
possible.

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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

By  the  first  of  January,  winter  had  been  with  us  since  November  and  did  not 
let  up  until  April  and  it  looked  like  1997  would  end  the  same  way  it  started. 
Driveways  were  plowed  10  times  December  8  through  March  15. 

In  April,  we  started  placing  1  1/2"  crushed  gravel  on  the  dirt  roads.  Coolidge 
Farm  Road  was  straightened  at  the  bottom  of  Berry  Hill.  We  stone  lined  the 
ditch  on  Schoolhouse  Road  and  did  ditch  work  on  Diamond  Ledge  Road, 
Mason  Road,  Palmer  Hill  Road  and  Upper  Road.  Shimming  was  done  on 
Mason  Road,  Sandwich  Slopes  and  Palmer  Hill  Road. 

We  expanded  the  overflow  parking  lot  at  Squam  Lake.  Fill  material,  which 
came  from  the  State  Highway  Department,  saved  the  Town  several  hundred 
dollars  in  ditching  work.  Thank  you  Gary. 

After  school  ended  in  June,  we  started  work  on  the  sidewalk  from  Main  Street 
to  the  School.  The  dirt  work  and  granite  curbing  was  completed  in  July. 
Paving  was  done  just  before  school  started. 

In  October,  after  the  lake  draw  down,  we  built  the  boat  ramp  at  the  town 
beach  area  on  Squam  Lake.  Last  but  not  least,  we  rebuilt  a  small  section  of 
the  Recycling  Center  and  stone  lined  the  ditch.  Then  November  14  -  snow! 

This  year,  I  would  like  to  give  John  Welch  a  special  thank  you  for  all  the  years 
he  worked  for  the  Sandwich  Highway  Department.  Enjoy  your  retirement, 
John.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Bud  Burrows,  Trustee  of  the  Lena  T.  Nelson 
Fund  for  the  wood  chipper.  Also,  thanks  goes  to  Bill,  Ken,  Roger  and  Tim  for 
all  the  extras  they  gave  during  the  year.  Thanks  to  the  Selectmen  and  Joanne 
for  their  assistance  and  support.

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SANDWICH  LAND  TRUST  COMMIHEE 

It  was  a  quiet  year  for  the  Sandwich  Land  Trust  Committee.  Members  monitored  the 
Town's  10  conservation  easement  properties  and  did  trail  work  on  the  Bearcamp 
River  Trail. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  Committee  sponsored  a  program  concerning  town  tax  rates  and 
how  they  are  affected  by  development  and  conservation  easements.  Studies  of 
towns  in  the  Durham  area  indicate  that  tax  revenues  from  most  new  residential 
developments  do  not  cover  the  additional  costs  of  town  services.  Jocelyn  Gutchess 
presented  the  results  of  a  similar  survey  made  by  the  Squam  Lakes  Association. 
Both  studies  indicate  that  conservation  saves  taxpayers  money.  We  appreciate  the 
help  which  Peter  Pohl,  Carroll  Country  Forester,  made  to  this  presentation. 

In  other  discussions,  the  Committee  examined  large  timberland  holdings  and  actions 
the  Town  might  take  to  encourage  their  continued  use  for  timber.  Members  also  met 
twice  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  discuss  the  role  of  the  Committee  in  the  Town. 
The  Committee  continues  to  see  a  clear  mission  in  helping  landowners  to  consider 
conservation  easements  as  an  estate  planning  and  conservation  tool  and  in 
monitoring  the  2000  acres  of  protected  land  in  the  town. 

The  Committee  will  miss  Jocelyn  Gutchess  who  retired  from  membership  this  year 
after  many  years  of  fine  service.  We  welcome  Cathy  (Fair)  Starke  who  will  serve  as  a 
link  between  the  Land  Trust  and  the  Conservation  Commission.  The  Committee  has 
suggested  that  experienced  members  train  a  crew  of  new  members  in  the 
technicalities  of  boundary  line  pins,  easement  restrictions  and  tax  law  so  that  more 
Town  citizens  can  understand  the  responsibilities  involved  in  land  protection. 

The  Committee  meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month  and  are  open  to 
the  public.  A  trail  workday  is  held  annually  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  beginning  at 
9  A.M.  at  Town  Hall.  A  monitoring  workshop  is  held  each  September.

Activities  and  programs  for  1997  included:

Cross-Countrv  Ski  Trail  -  A  groomed,  packed  trail  is  maintained  on  Quimby 

Field  and  the  Fairgrounds.  There  is  also  a  trail  leading  to  Sandwich  Notch. 

Winter  Carnival  Weekend  -  Activities  were  held  the  last  weekend  of  February 

at  Quimby  Field,  the  Fairgrounds  and  at  the  School. 

Maypole  Dance  -  Held  on  the  Green,  this  event  should  have  ushered  in  the 

spring  season  with  participants  including  children  in  grades  K-6  and 

interested  adults.  However,  the  dance  was  cancelled  due  to  rainy,  cold 

weather. 

Maintenance  -  The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  maintains  the 

grounds  at  Quimby  Field  and  part  of  the  Fairgrounds,  the  Town  Hall,  the 

Green,  Remick  Park,  Bearcamp  Beach,  the  Pot  Hole,  and  the  Police 

Department. 

Youth  Baseball-Softball  -  Included  instructional  T-Ball,  farm  league, 

minor  league,  major  league,  senior  league  for  boys  and  girls;  also  Babe  Ruth. 

Six  teams  took  part  with  between  90-100  participants. 

Ten  Week  Summer  Program  -  Included  tennis  activities  for  children  ages  5  & 

up  and  adults;  swimming  lessons,  softball,  basketball,  volleyball,  etc. 

Old  Home  Week  Activities  -  Included  dog  agility  demonstration,  triathlon, 

three  club  golf  tournaments,  art  show,  tennis  tournaments,  field  day  and 

more. 

Fishing  For  Kids-  The  Town  Hall  pond  will  be  stocked  with  trout  by  the  State 

and  is  open  to  children  for  fishing. 

Youth  Soccer  -  Instructional  for  grades  K-2,  teams  for  3&4,  5&6  coed; 

there  were  three  teams  this  year. 

Great  Halloween  Pumpkin  Display  -  Held  at  Remick  Park  in  North  Sandwich; 

there  were  only  18  pumpkins  on  display. 

Adult  Basketball  and  Volleyball  -  Both  coed  at  the  School  gym  held 

twice  weekly  November-April. 

Walking  Program  -  The  School  was  open  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday 

from  4:30-5:30  p.m.  for  those  wanting  to  walk  during  the  winter  months. 

Adult  Tennis  Programs  -  Spring  and  Fall. 

Youth  Basketball  -  Instructional  for  K-2,  teams  for  3&4,  5&6  boys  and  girls; 

six  teams  this  year. 

Instructional  Golf  -  Grades  4,  5  &  6  as  well  as  adults,  golf  instruction  by 

Mr.  Chuck  Yeager,  assistant  Pro  at  the  Bald  Peak  Colony  Club. 
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Parks  &  Recreation  (continued) 

Advent  Program  and  Festival  of  Lights  -  Children  grades  4  and  under  held  at 

the  Town  Hall.  However,  this  event  was  cancelled  due  to  a  snowstorm. 

Holiday  Lights  -  Placed  at  three  locations  around  Town. 

Skating  Rink  -  On  the  Frost  Lot  next  to  the  Town  Hall. 

NYSCA  Coaches  Certification  -  Mandatory  coaches  training  program  for  all 

youth  coaches. 

Adult  Fitness  -  A  program  designed  to  maintain  strength,  flexibility  and 

cardiovascular  fitness  for  adults  held  at  the  Town  Hall  three  times  a  week. 

Community  Tree  -  The  Recreation  Department  helped  with  the  tree  and  set 

up  at  the  School. 

This  year  marked  the  first  season  with  the  new  beach  area  for  residents  to 
enjoy.  A  volleyball  court  was  created  and  used  by  beach-goers.  Work  was 
also  completed  on  the  Town  Boat  Launch.  More  parking  was  added  at  the 
area  across  the  road  from  the  beach  exit.  The  Selectmen  are  working  on  the 
facility  use  policies  for  the  beach,  dump  and  boat  launch. 

Appreciation  is  given  to  the  Lena  T.  Nelson  Trust  and  Trustee  Robert  "Bud" 
Burrows  for  the  donation  of  money  to  create  an  office  area  in  part  of  the 
Quimby  Field  House  and  for  the  cross-country  trail  grooming  equipment.

The  Planning  Board  held  a  total  of  23  meetings  and  hearings  during  the  year. 
This  included  12  regular  meetings,  7  public  hearings,  3  work  sessions  and  1 
special  meeting.

Charles  Johnston  was  welcomed  to  the  Board  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the 
departure  of  Bob  Erb.

Certainly  two  of  the  most  noteworthy  achievements  of  the  year  were  the 
Sandwich  2002  conference,  co-chaired  by  Jocelyn  Gutchess  and  Fred 
Rozelle  and  a  success  due  to  the  work  of  dozens  of  volunteers  and  the 
completion  of  the  Master  Plan  Update.  Other  activities  included  annual 
excavation  inspections,  subdivision  coordination  with  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  amendment  of  subdivision  and  site  plan  review  regulations  to  adhere 
to  changes  in  the  Zoning  Ordinances.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  past  year  has  seen  an  increase  in  calls  for  service.  We  are  handling  the  usual 
incidents;  thefts,  domestic  violence  and  motor  vehicle  complaints. 

This  year  the  department  had  a  large  number  of  speeding  complaints.  As  a  result, 
the  Department  stepped  up  the  patrols  in  that  area  and  we  are  seeing  a  reduction  in 
speeding  violations.  As  usual,  the  speeding  incidents  are  more  predominant  in  the 
summer. 

The  Police  Department  was  very  fortunate  this  year  to  receive  a  donation  and  a 
Federal  Grant  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  radar  unit  and  the  purchase  of  two  in-cruiser 
video  units.  These  units  have  been  in  service  and  have  already  proven  their 
effectiveness.  A  special  thanks  to  the  Lena  T.  Nelson  Trust  Fund  and  Mr.  Robert 
Burrows  for  making  this  possible. 

Officer  Fullerton,  a  special  officer  for  the  Police  Department,  resigned  this  year  to 
pursue  other  opportunities.  I  thank  him  for  his  several  years  of  service  to  the 
Department. 

I  would  like  to  take  a  moment  to  address  some  of  the  problems  that  we  encountered 
this  summer  at  the  beaches.  This  year  we  had  an  unusual  number  of  violations  of  no 
beach  stickers.  I  do  not  know  if  residents  just  forgot  or  we  had  a  rebellion  on  our 
hands.  Remember,  the  stickers  are  a  method  that  enables  the  Police  Department  to 
monitor  the  usage  of  the  beaches.  It  is  not  a  very  difficult  task  to  obtain  one  and  it  is 
not  expensive.  What  is  expensive  are  the  fines. 

This  coming  season  we  will  be  dealing  with  a  new  addition  to  Squam  beach,  that  is 
the  boat  launch.  Now  I  believe  that  if  everyone  cooperates  and  obtains  a  proper 
sticker,  then  there  will  be  no  problems  at  the  boat  launch.  Make  no  mistake  that  the 
Police  Department  will  be  monitoring  the  beaches  and  the  boat  launch  again,  and 
violations  will  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  regulations  set  forth  by  the  Selectmen. 
THEY  WILL  BE  STRICTLY  ENFORCED.  So  let's  avoid  any  conflicts  and  GET  YOUR 
STICKER.

Another  eventful  year  went  by  in  the  history  of  the  Sannuel  H.  Wentworth  Library.  The  old 
was  ushered  out,  and  the  new  in.  Rick  Crockford  has  taken  over  as  Chairman  of  the  Friends 
of  the  Library  relieving  Guthrie  Spears.  Thanks,  Guthrie,  for  a  job  well  done.  This  past  year, 
the  Friends  outdid  themselves  again;  not  only  did  they  provide  the  Library  with  armies  of 
volunteers,  but  their  financial  gifts  exceeded  those  of  previous  years. 

Rick  Crockford  has  also  assumed  the  position  of  Chairman  of  the  Book  Selection  Committee 
and  Margaret  Biggs  has  retired,  temporarily  she  assures  us,  for  well-needed  respite. 

We  are  only  a  few  months  away  from  our  goal  of  automated  circulation.  It  should  be 
accomplished  by  February.  A  new  computer  has  been  installed  and  linked  to  the  Internet. 
This  computer  is  available  to  all  library  card  holders,  subject  to  certain  restrictions  which  will 
be  published  shortly. 

Our  construction  of  the  bathroom  and  the  outdoor  ramp  has  been  completed  and  we  are 
totally  in  compliance  with  the  American  Disabilities  Act  passed  by  Congress  several  years 
ago. 

Major  gifts  were  received  this  year  from  several  organizations  including  the  Bell  Corporation, 
the  Quimby  Fund,  the  Lena  T,  Nelson  Trust,  the  Tamworth  Arts  Council,  and  the  Sandwich 
Home  Nursing  Association. 

Unfortunately,  as  times  goes  by,  our  endowment  does  not  yield  enough  money  to  cover  our 
operating  expenses.  As  a  result,  for  the  past  few  years  we  have  had  to  go  to  the  taxpayers  to 
make  up  the  difference.  At  present,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  solution  to  this  problem 
short  of  receiving  a  substantial  gift  for  endowment  purposes.  The  Town  has  generously 
provided  ten  thousand  dollars  for  our  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Finally,  the  Trustees  would  like  to  thank  all  those  people  who  have  volunteered  their  time  and 
effort  toward  making  the  Library  work  and  be  what  it  is.  This  includes  those  who  have  worked 
on  the  landscape,  hauled  firewood,  helped  with  the  barcoding  necessary  for  computerizing, 
and  last  but  not  least,  our  omni-present  desk  person.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Barcoding  of  materials  continued  throughout  1 997.  Volunteers  spent 
numerous  hours  applying  stickers  to  every  item  in  the  Library  collection.  The 
project  was  completed,  after  over  a  year  and  a  half  of  devoted  work,  in 
December  and  the  new  circulation  system  will  be  operating  in  January. 

Among  notable  gifts  this  year  were  $5,000  from  the  Frank  Stanley  Beveridge 
Foundation,  $3,500  from  the  Alfred  Quimby  Fund  to  be  used  to  provide 
internet  access  at  the  Library,  and  a  number  of  gifts  from  the  Lena  T.  Nelson 
Fund.  A  new  set  of  New  Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated,  which  will  be  kept 
current,  was  purchased  by  the  Nelson  Fund.  The  Nelson  Fund  also  bound  a 
new  set  of  Sandwich  Historical  Society  Excursion  books  and  all  unbound 
Town  Reports,  and  rebound  many  rare  New  Hampshire  local  history  books 
which  had  been  in  the  Library  collection  since  they  were  new.  The  Sandwich 
Home  Nursing  Association  donated  the  40  video  set,  "At  Time  of  Diagnosis" 
with  C.  Everett  Koop,  and  continues  to  maintain  the  collection  of  books  on 
health  subjects  they  initiated  in  1996. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  a  barbecue  fundraiser  with  music  and  a 
Shakespearean  Lampoon  contest,  which  was  enjoyed  by  all.  Thanks  to  the 
Friends  for  their  outstanding  support  in  1997. 

The  facility  was  improved  this  year  by  the  addition  of  motion  detector  outdoor 
lighting,  new  magazine  racks,  and  a  paperback  spinner  donated  by  Margaret 
Biggs.  Thanks  to  the  beautification  efforts  of  the  Bearcamp  Valley  Garden 
Club  and  the  spring  cleanup  volunteers,  the  Library  grounds  have  looked 
wonderful  this  year.  Thanks  to  Dave  Stuntz  and  Peter  Booty  for  providing  the 
Library  with  fireplace  wood  for  two  years  running. 

The  Arts  Council  of  Tamworth  Films  at  the  Library  attracted  almost  400 
viewers  this  year  and  will  continue  in  1998.  Another  sign  of  the  Library's 
vitality  is  that  the  Library  now  lends  more  books  on  interlibrary  loan  than  we 
borrow. 

I  would  once  again  like  to  extend  my  thanks  and  gratitude  to  all  those  who 
volunteered  their  services  at  the  Library  this  year.  You  are  essential.

On  the  first  day  of  the  Sandwich  Fair,  an  emergency  arose  on  Grove  Street 
when  a  manhole  became  clogged.  Our  operator,  Arthur  Glaski,  and  Maple 
Ridge  Septic  Service  were  fortunately  on  the  Fairgrounds  and  their 
immediate  response  allowed  this  situation  to  be  cleaned  up  within  a  couple  of 
hours.  Thanks  also  to  Bob  Rowan  who  took  time  out  from  the  tractor 
competition  to  help  us. 

The  Sewer  Commission  would  like  thank  Bob  Rowan,  Maple  Ridge  Septic 
Service,  Bob  Condit,  Steve  Guyette,  the  Sandwich  Volunteer  Fire  Department 
and  our  Operator,  Arthur  "Bruce"  Glaski,  for  all  of  their  help  this  year. 

We  remind  you  yet  again  that  connection  of  sump  pumps  to  the  system  is  a 
gross  violation  and  unfair  to  other  users.  Offenders  may  expect  to  be 
vigorously  prosecuted.  We  also  remind  users  that  they  are  allowed  to  place 
sillcocks  before  meters,  but  this  must  be  inspected  by  a  Commissioner  after 
installation.  We  would  also  like  to  remind  users  to  ensure  proper  insulation  to 
keep  meters  from  freezing.  Replacement  of  damaged  meters  will  cost  the 
user  $125. 

And,  please  continue  to  be  cautious  to  choose  soaps  and  cleaning  products 
that  are  low  in  phosphates  and  not  use  any  other  inappropriate  substances 
which  will  end  up  in  our/your  system.

TOWN  ORDINANCES 
TAX  CREDITS: 

Applications  for  the  following  permanent  property  tax  credits  must  be  filed  by  March  1^'. 

$1400  credit  for  service  connected  total  and  permanent  disability 

$1400  credit  for  widow  of  veteran  killed  or  died  on  active  duty 

Total  tax  credit  for  double  amputee  or  paraplegic 

$100  credit  for  veteran/veteran's  spouse/veteran's  widow 

(Sen/ice  connected  credits  may  also  be  claimed  by  those  who  served  on  active  duty  in  the 
armed  forces  of  our  allies  if  they  were  citizens  of  the  U.S.  at  the  time  of  their  entry  into  these  armed 
forces  and  are  presently  residents  of  N.H.) 

TAX  EXEMPTIONS:  (Applications  must  be  filed  by  March  1^') 

Exemptions  (deductions  from  assessed  valuation)  are  available  for: 

Solar  energy  systems 

Woodheating  energy  systems 

Wind  powered  energy  systems 

Persons  who  are  legally  blind 

Elderly  property  owners:  subject  to  certain  age,  income  and  asset  restrictions

PARKING  ORDINANCE: 

Defines  the  parking  regulations  on  Routes  1 13  and  109  and  the  intersection  at  Squam  Lake 
Road  and  Church  Street. 

DOG  LEASH  LAW: 

Within  the  Town  of  Sandwich  dogs  must  be  kept  on  a  leash  or  under  the  control  of  their 
owner.  Yearly  licensing  of  dogs  is  required. 

BEACH/BOAT  U\UNCH  ORDINANCES: 

Requires  a  Town  Permit  for  use  of  the  Town  Beach  and  Boat  Launch  on  Squam  Lake  Road, 
the  Pothole  in  North  Sandwich,  Beede's  Falls  on  Sandwich  Notch  Road  and  the  beach  at 
Bearcamp  Pond.  Times  of  use  and  conduct  are  also  regulated. 

RECYCLING  CENTER  ORDINANCE: 

Recycling  requirements  are  listed.  Fines  are  imposed  if  these  are  not  met.  A  Town  Permit  or 
Recycling  Center  Permit  is  required  for  use  of  the  Recycling  Center. 

ALARM  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  registration  of  all  alarm  systems  with  the  Police  Department.  Fines  are  imposed  for 
excessive  false  alarms. 
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Credits/Exemptions/Ordinances  (continued) 


PERMITS  are  required  for  parades  on  state  roads  and  for  raffles  conducted  in  Town. 

HOUSE  NUMBERING  ORDINANCE: 

Requires  numbering  of  all  primary  buildings. 

ZONING  ORDINANCE,  SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS  AND  SITE  PLAN  REVIEW: 

These  regulations  should  be  consulted  before  any  new  building  or  remodeling  is  planned  and 
before  changes  in  existing  ownership  of  land  through  subdivision  or  boundary  line 
adjustment.  Topics  covered  include  wetlands  protection,  setbacks  from  lot  lines,  steep 
slopes,  signs,  septic  regulations  and  other  requirements. 

HISTORIC  DISTRICT  GUIDELINES: 

Within  the  Historic  District  certain  guidelines  apply  to  changes  in  exteriors  of  buildings  and 
use  of  land. 

EXCAVATION  ORDINANCE: 

Covers  gravel  pits  and  other  excavation  which  may  require  attention  to  these  regulations 
both  during  active  use  and  later  when  inactive. 

BUILDING  PERMITS: 

Any  new  building  or  changes  to  an  existing  structure  require  a  building  permit  if  the  value  of 
the  work  to  be  done  exceeds  $2,000  or  when  constmction  or  reconstruction  violates  zoning 
regulation  setbacks. 
A  state/federal  permit  is  required  for  projects  affecting  wetlands.
